Look For More Changes . 


Whatever one may personally think of the act, 
Secretary of Denfense McNamara’s decision to elimin- 


changes that have taken place in thinking of many men, 
within and without the uniformed forces, who must 
deal with military problems and possibilities. When 
World War II ended, we reverted to the prewar system 
of defense so far as the services Were concerned, al- 
though, of course, the regular forces were maintained. 
at much greater size than in previous peacetime eras. 
The principal emphasis was laid on nuclear power — 
the great deterrent — of which we then possessed a 
monopoly. It was often argued that conventional arms 
and military organizations were a thing of the past. 

The bitter Korean War changed that thinking — as 
in all history most of the fighting had to be done by the 
foot soldier. The weapons employed, and the tactics, 
were basically those of the two world wars. And, of 
vital importance in military planning, our monopoly of 
nuclear power was swiftly lost. We and the Soviets 
reached: an impasse in which each possessed a nuclear 
arsenal, in all its varied types, capable of world destruc-. 
tion. 

Then another enormously important change in the 
art of war took place. Viet-Nam is a classic example. 


| Modern. war, of this kind, is essentially a series of guer- 


rilla actions. Conventionally organized forces and tra- 
ditional tactics have demonstrated a frustrating inabil- 
ility to deal with it. New methods, based on new and 
very different concepts, must. be devised. 
-Mr. McNamara’s stated purpose is “to improve 
significantly the early deployment capability and com- 
bat readiness ....” of the Reserve forces involved in his 
order. More profound changes in our overall: military 
establishment can be expected. :
